As I've been reading thisrdntermittently I've been struck by omissions and factual 
inaccuracies that, kith lack of required critical re-ezand.nation, amounts to deliberate 
dishonesties* 

From what I knew of the Blissing autopsy materials I was taken by what I regarded as 
at best angled explanations in the Blakey narration at the hearing* It struck me that he 
went out of his way to represent that the Kennedy family, through the dead Bobby, is 
responsible* If this is the fact, he lacks proof and the account in the appendix (29ff) 
increases suspicion because HSCA knew of what it omits* It is in Post Mortem, about 350* 

The story is that when the footlocker was first opened it wasn't all there, that 
Bobby (Angela ^ovelo) alone had possession for the interim, therefore only he can be 
responsible* ! ' 

There are some records I did get and HSCA does not use on the transfer, when it was 
first examined, by whom, etc*, and I'm not bothering to dig that out and quote it* 

I believe but I'm nfet certain that those records indicate that this material was at DJ «***• 
prior to shift to the Archives, which is only across the street* 
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I am certain that Marion Johnson told me that he, personally, supervised the transfer 


of a footlocker or more than one, from the FBI to the Archives* (He then told me that he 
did not then open and examine anything*) This came about because the knot of the tie was 
undone and the Archives had told Judge Gesell they'd take photographs of the knot for mel 
This was at the time of the executive order, 10/31/66, not the date in the records* 
The Secret Service had had all this stuff* Tom Kelley, then Asst*' Dir*, told me it 
was and remained all together. 

The most casual reading of the HSCA materials reflects the care with which it avoids, 
quoting Marion Johnson on the transfer and the greater care to quote the other and wrong 
people* It is careftil to quote him, hut not on that* It also is careful not to refer to 
any FBl/DJ possession. (Bobby was AG.) Or physicaly transfer.lt also goes out of its way 
to avoid identification of the Archivees storage room as Johnson, which it is* likewise is 
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it wareful to avoid mentioning that the tie was reknotted for it* without its being told that 
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
